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Residents back proposal for unitary authorities 
in Dorset as public consultation results revealed 


THE results of a public consultation of the future of 
local government structures in Dorset has shown a clear 
backing for change. 

The Reshaping Your Councils consultation put a num¬ 
ber of proposals from all nine councils in Dorset on the 
future structure of local government in the county, in a 
bid to save their annual spending costs. 

Proposals included no change, i.e. retaining all nine 
councils in Dorset, or creating two new unitary councils 
for Dorset with various options for what size area each 
unitary should cover. 

In the household survey, which was representative of 
the county’s population, almost three quarters supported 
reducing Dorset’s councils from nine to two, with over 
two thirds of open questionnaire respondents also agree¬ 
ing. 

Deliberative and qualitative research found that the 
business community, voluntary sectors, residents and 
town and parish councils also primarily backed change. 

Of the options for the geographical make-up of any 
new council, there was majority support in both the 
household survey and open questionnaire for 
Bournemouth, Christchurch and Poole to be served by 


one new council, with East Dorset, North Dorset, 
Purbeck, West Dorset and Weymouth & Portland areas 
served by a second new council (65 per cent in the 
household survey and 53 per cent in the open question¬ 
naire). This was also the strongest-supported option via 
qualitative research. 

Similarly, a detailed study undertaken by PriceWater- 
houseCoopers looking at the government’s five criteria 
for change cites a compelling case for local government 
reorganisation in Dorset. It found evidence that propos¬ 
als to restructure the county’s local government have 
key strengths in the areas covered by the criteria; that 
change would improve services, provide stronger lead¬ 
ership, increase efficiency, save money and be sustain¬ 
able. 

Despite public support for the proposed changes, it is 
feared they could result in about 450 job losses and it is 
thought Dorchester would be likely to bear the brunt of 
the enforced redundancies. 

Across the county the number of councillors could 
also be cut - from 331 to about 180. 

Now, in considering any change, each council will 
want to be sure that any proposal both has public support 


Excellent water quality rating across Dorset

The classifications range from excel¬ 
lent to poor.

Bus drivers settle pay dispute 


THE five-month old pay dispute in¬ 
volving bus drivers based in Wey¬ 
mouth and Bridport has been 
settled. 

The deal was thrashed out in talks 
between senior management from 
First Group, the parent company of 
First Hampshire & Dorset Ltd, as well 
as local managers, and Unite na¬ 
tional officer for passenger trans¬ 
port, Bobby Morton, and shop 
stewards from the bus drivers. 

The dispute resulted in drivers tak¬ 
ing strike action and working to rule. 

Mr Morton said: "This has been a 
long running dispute; however we 
have finally hammered out a peace 
plan that was accepted by our mem¬ 


bers. 

"I would like to salute the solidarity 
that our members have shown since 
the first strikes in June and without 
that solidarity we would not have 
been able to achieve the current 
deal. 

"Unite would also like to thank the 
Dorset public for its support of our 
members which sustained them dur¬ 
ing this difficult time. 

"The drivers are now working nor¬ 
mally and Unite wishes to build a 
constructive relationship with the 
management of First Hampshire & 
Dorset as we move forward." 

The terms of the settlement will 
not be made public.

and also meets the government’s criteria for approval. 

The financial assessment, public consultation and the 
case for change work intended to provide all councillors 
in Dorset with a package of robust and independent ev¬ 
idence that they can consider when deciding whether or 
not to support change from nine councils to two, should 
this be recommended, and if so, what composition of 
the two new councils would be best for Dorset. 

The nine councils in Dorset commissioned the public 
consultation from Opinion Research Services and the 
case for change from PriceWaterhouseCoopers, along¬ 
side a financial assessment of the potential savings 
achievable through reorganisation. 

The financial review found that change would deliver 
a saving of £108million over the six years after the tran¬ 
sition, allowing services to be protected in the future. 

Councillors now need to consider all the evidence - 
the financial assessment, the case for change and the re¬ 
sults of public consultation to determine whether they 
support change. This will be considered separately at 
each council during January. Following that, and sub¬ 
ject to agreement, a request will be made to the Secre¬ 
tary of State for Communities & Local Government, 
who will make the final decision. 

Any new councils would come into being in April 
2019. 

Responding to the Reshaping Your Councils evidence 
package, Dorset’s nine council leaders issued the fol¬ 
lowing joint statement: “We are passionate about the 
Dorset of the future. We are collectively committed to 
doing the right thing for our residents and for the county 
- to protect services, to raise Dorset’s profile, to grow 
the economy, and to generate prosperity and an en¬ 
hanced lifestyle for all those who live here. 

“Receiving these reports today marks a significant 
point in our road to securing Dorset’s future, and is tes¬ 
tament to our commitment to get this right. 

“We remain wholly optimistic for Dorset. Whilst we 
are conscious that there are a range of opinions and wel¬ 
come the opportunity to mitigate concerns, we are 
hugely encouraged to see that the people of this county 
strongly support change in order to position Dorset and 
protect services in the future, and that the evidence con¬ 
cludes that change is in Dorset’s best interests. 

“We will be examining the evidence with enthusiasm 



and full scrutiny, together and in 
our own councils. No decisions / 
have been made about whether to * 
proceed with change or what that 
change would look like. Only6 
after detailed review of the evi¬ 
dence will a recommendation re¬ 
garding the future of local government in Dorset 
be put to all councils for them to consider in January 
2017. 

“Our ambitions are clear: to ensure Dorset has excel¬ 
lent public services; to deliver an influential profile that 
means access to funds for the benefit of all; to make 
Dorset a place of aspiration, competing on an interna¬ 
tional stage. A county that is healthy, prosperous, vi¬ 
brant and inclusive for future generations to come; this 
is our commitment and ambition for our county.”

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Local GP to speak at public meeting 
on changes to healthcare services 


LymeForward 

LOCAL GP and chairman of the Dorset Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG), Dr Forbes Watson, 
will speak at a public meeting on the proposed 
changes to local healthcare services. 

The CCG has planned public meetings in major 
towns across Dorset to discuss the proposals, 
which did not include Lyme Regis, but LymeFor¬ 
ward has arranged a special event where Dr Wat¬ 
son (pictured right) will listen to the views of 
residents. 

A spokesperson for LymeForward said: “Big 
changes are coming to hospital and community 
care services in Dorset. These are being planned 
by the Dorset Clinical Commissioning Group, 
which is responsible for organising virtually all 
medical services in Dorset. 

“With Lyme and surroundings being on the west¬ 
ern edge of the county, but much of its population 
in the east, these changes might seriously reduce 
the range and accessibility of local services. 

“The CCG’s proposals - ‘Improving Dorset’s 
Healthcare’ - have been published and, we the 
public, are being asked to say what we think, in a 
consultation running until February 28th.” 

The consultation documents and questionnaire 
for responding are available from GP surgeries or 
online at www.csr.dorsetsvision.nhs.uk/have-your- 
say. 

The public meeting in Lyme Regis will be held 
at the Woodmead Halls on Tuesday, December 
13th from 7pm. 

The spokesperson added: “Dr Watson will dis¬ 
cuss the reasons for change, but will concentrate 
on the consequences for Lyme - what will be dif¬ 
ferent, what may be better, what may be available 
more locally? 

“Integrated community-based health and care 
services have been a big part of the review, includ¬ 
ing proposals for new ‘hubs’: what will that mean 
in Lyme? What is happening to services from the 
first responders, rapid response paramedics and 
ambulances, all critical in remote and rural areas? 
How are the recent NHS ‘Sustainability and Trans¬ 



formation Plan’ for the area affecting the propos¬ 
als? 


“Our part of Dorset is above average in several 
ways: the proportion of older people, those with¬ 
out transport, those living alone, those caring for 
others. Most of us need help in understanding what 
medical choices face us and in making decisions 
about the best treatment. 

“Our relatively-isolated location creates special 
difficulties in winter conditions (and, sometimes, 
with the crowded summer roads). 

“This meeting may be your last chance to under¬ 
stand how the changes being planned by the CCG 
will affect health and care services for each one of 
us, and to make your ideas known. 

“Please come along and speak now, rather than 
risk finding out too late that the services you and 
your family need are not available where you need 
them.”

VIEW FROM LYME REGIS & CHARMOUTH SURGERIES 

By Hazel Read of the Patient Participation Group 


OUR last meeting of the Patient Participation 
Group was the first shared group meeting of the 
three surgeries - Lyme Regis Medical Centre, Kent 
House Surgery and Littlehurst Surgery in Char- 
mouth. It proved very successful and it was de¬ 
cided that every other meeting will be a shared 
meeting. 

The first speaker was Joanna Bazalgette, a de¬ 
mentia consultant, formerly of the Alzheimer's So¬ 
ciety, whose group iSpace works together with GP 
surgeries to make them Dementia Friendly prac¬ 
tices. 

The aim of iSpace is to allow patients to feel they 
have the support they need once they have been 
diagnosed. Each practice accredited as Dementia 
Friendly will have at least one Dementia Cham¬ 
pion to help with continuity of care both for the 
patients and carers. 

iSpace also encourages the use of'Personal Care 
Plans' and 'This is Me'. Eventually, our surgeries 
will have their own memory information packs. It 
was said that the Lyme Regis and Charmouth 
surgeries' support is excellent and they are work¬ 
ing towards being a Dementia Friendly commu¬ 
nity. 

Joanna Scotton of Age UK is offering a toenail 
cutting service on Mondays from 9am to 1 pm at 
Lyme Regis Medical Centre and at Charmouth 
surgery in the community room. A private toe nail 
cutting service costs £25 to £30 but Age UK are 
able to offer this service for £12.50. There is an ad¬ 
ditional charge of £12.50 on the patient's first visit 
to cover the cost of their own set of clippers, and 
there is generally a two-week wait for the first ap¬ 
pointment, thereafter patients usually attend 
every six to 10 weeks. 

Patients suffering from diabetes, taking warfarin 
or who are clinically at risk, are directed to the po¬ 
diatry service.There are leaflets available in recep¬ 
tion of Lyme Regis Medical Centre and Joanna can 
be contacted directly on 07817 568 416. Joanna 
is happy to see anyone in the area - not just pa¬ 
tients of our local surgeries. 

Nicola Pettitt, physiotherapist at Lyme Regis 
Medical Centre, our next speaker, spoke of the 
new self referral physiotherapy service that is now 
available to patients. Referral forms are available 
from reception or online through our website and, 
after completion, should be returned back to the 


physiotherapy department. 

Usually, patients will be offered their first ap¬ 
pointment within four to six weeks. Patients may 
subsequently be referred onwards to the hy¬ 
drotherapy pool in Axminster; this would be free 
for six weeks and thereafter payable. 

Maggie Beart, occupational therapist for the 
community, was the next speaker and outlined 
the service that is offered by herself and Katy Ed¬ 
munds, community physiotherapist. In addition 
to seeing patients in their homes, Maggie and 
Katy provide service in nursing homes and pro¬ 
vide and suggest adaptive equipment to enhance 
patients' lives, help them adapt and come to 
terms with what they are capable of. 

Occupational therapists have access to six inter¬ 
mediate care beds at Lyme Regis Nursing Home, 
which reduces a longer stay in hospital beds. The 
aim is to get people back to a supportable level 
for their safety and satisfaction within six weeks. 
Patients can self-refer to occupational therapy 
through their direct line on 01297 446117. 

Maggie also supervises a Better Balance course, 
which is run by a healthcare assistant. It is a six- 
week course held at Lyme Regis Medical Centre. 
Patients need to be referred through their GP.This 
course was rated as outstanding by the CQC. 

Maggie also spoke of SAIL (Safe and Indepen¬ 
dent Living), which is a Dorset-wide partnership 
between local authorities, Dorset and Wiltshire 
Fire and Rescue Service, Dorset Police, voluntary 
organisations, local groups and services, Dorset 
Energy Advice Service Centre, Age UK and the 
local health service. SAIL can provide additional 
support and information for a wide variety of 
problems to enable people to live a healthier 
lifestyle. For more information contact SAIL online 
or by calling 0800 0382323. 

A Health and Wellbeing in the Community Day 
is in the pipeline for next springtime, to increase 
awareness for people in Lyme Regis. It would 
bring together organisations to represent health 
and wellbeing issues in the community, such as 
fire and safety, healthy eating, blood pressure, etc.

CHRISTMAS is a time when your home is likely 
to be full of people and it is in the excitement 
of the season that accidents can easily hap¬ 
pen. But one of the good things about Christ¬ 
mas is that there are typically more people 
around to supervise the children and, with a 
little more care and forward planning, most 
accidents could be avoided. 

Follow these 12 safety tips to help prevent 
your festivities being cut short by a trip to ca¬ 
sualty: 

1. Make sure you buy children's gifts for the 
correct age group and from reputable sources 
that comply with standards (e.g. The Toys 
(Safety) Regulations 2011) 

2. Remember to buy batteries for toys that 
need them - that way you won't be tempted 
to remove batteries from smoke alarms 

3. Look out for small items that could pose a 
choking hazard to young children, including 
parts that have fallen off toys or from Christ¬ 
mas trees, button batteries 
and burst balloons 

4. Keep decorations and 
cards away from fires and 
other heat sources such as 
light fittings. Don't leave 
burning candles unat¬ 
tended, make sure you put 
them out before going to 
bed and do not put candles 
on Christmas trees 

5. If you have old Christ¬ 
mas lights, seriously con¬ 
sider buying new ones, 
which will meet much 
higher safety standards, 
keep the lights switched off 
until the Christmas tree is 
decorated, don't let chil¬

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK

• When pruning large branches of 
trees and shrubs with a saw, make a 
cut on the underside first, to prevent 
bark tearing back as the branch 
comes away. 

• Protect the tops of celery with 
cloches or cover them with straw. 

• If a new flush of growth starts to ap¬ 
pear on Christmas cherries - Solanum 
capsicastrum - and threatens to hide 
the colourful fruits, pinch it out. 

• Order lettuce seed, so you can make 
early sowings in frames 
during January. 

• Protect early peas and 
beans sown in autumn 
from the protection of a 
little soil drawn up around 
them to make a wind¬ 
break. 

• Erect a screen to protect 
newly planted evergreens 
from wind scorch. 

• Prune deciduous shrubs 
and trees if any fairly large- 
scale work is necessary. 


• Remove any debris which may have 
lodged between newly-planted 
spring bedding and remove weeds. 

• Reduce the length of the stems on 
any tall rose bushes to decrease the 
risk of them being moved in the 
ground by the wind. 

• Prune out the areas of apple trees 
infected with apple canker. Look for 
signs of canker rings on the bark, 
which cause diebackand cut back to 
healthy growth.

O F all the events I’ve or¬ 
ganised down the 
years, the Great Lyme 
Regis Christmas Pudding 
Race is the most difficult. 

With 66 contestants and 28 differ¬ 
ent Christmas tasks to undertake, lo- 
gistically it’s a nightmare and it 
takes hundreds of man hours to put 
together. My office last week was 
like Santa’s toy factory. 

But let’s be honest. It’s great fun if 
you are a team member but it ain’t 
no spectator sport, which makes me 
more grateful to those hardy souls 
who stuck it out in the bitter cold on 
Saturday to give their support and 
help us raise what we hope will be a 
significant amount for Cancer Re¬ 
search UK. 

In past pudding races, much of the 
fun for the crowd has been to watch 
the contestants hurtle down the 
giant inflatable side. But as an¬ 
nounced in last week’s column, in¬ 
creased safety restrictions now 
prevent us from using these. We 
tried to make up for it with some 
very ingenious Christmas-related 
tasks for the teams to undertake but 
watching someone dressed as an elf 
icing a tea cake and putting a cherry 
on top is hardly going to excite the 
spectators as much. 

This year we had a record number 
of teams and they all said it was the 
most enjoyable of the four pudding 
races we have organised in recent 
years. 


We took a break last year, which 
was just as well as the Saturday on 
which it would have been held was a 
total wash-out. 

hen my small team of 
helpers arrived on the 
seafront just after seven 
on Saturday morning it was driz¬ 
zling but the forecast was quite hope¬ 
ful. However, we did not expect the 
wind to be so fierce and this had a 
big impact on the day’s proceedings. 

We had most of the obstacles out 
and in place by 10am and went for a 
coffee to warm up. But as we were 
doing so the wind picked up ruined 
most of our early work, resulting in 
some of the obstacles being adapted 
so as not to be affected by wind as the 
day progressed. The sun did appear 
for a short while just as the race was 
starting, but its was bitterly cold all 
day. 

There is a view we ought to run the 
event in the summer - Christmas in 
August? It would get loads of public¬ 
ity but I’m not sure the council 
would want us dominating the beach 
at this period of time. And there are 
those who think Lyme runs enough 


events in the summer months. 

I am immensely grateful to Regatta 
& Carnival Committee chairman 
Andy Brown who designed and con¬ 
structed much of the course and, with 
the help of his family, kept proceed¬ 
ings ticking along throughout the day. 

Special thanks also to Alan and 
Lynne Vian who do so much in the 
run-up and on the day. 

And a big thank you to those who of¬ 
fered their services as team managers 
and marshals, especially the Rotari- 
ans who, I am told, had a fantastic 
time running around the course with 
their team members six times. There 
is even a rumour they might enter a 
team next year! 

f course, without the teams 
joining in the spirit of the oc¬ 
casion the event would be a 
massive flop. They literally threw 
themselves into the spirit of the occa¬ 
sion, fortified in some cases by a nip 
or two of the hard stuff to keep out the 
cold. 

We were particularly pleased to get 
a team from Bournemouth this year 
representing Jordans & Ryvita Co. 
who we hope will return again. 


For the first time my family put in 
a team which meant that my daugh¬ 
ter Francesca, one of the organisers, 
had to take part in the race as well. 
She looked exhausted at the finish 
but then had to shoot up to the foot¬ 
ball club where she helped to raise 
£3,000 in the Christmas auction. No 
wonder I’m so proud of her. 

y eldest daughter Zoe, who 
now lives in Ireland, flew 
over with husband Barry 
especially to take part for the first 
time as she has been living in Aus¬ 
tralia for a number of years and had 
never seen it. They thought it was 
brilliant. 

I was also pleased that this year we 
had great coverage from BBC Spot¬ 
light, who provided excellent public¬ 
ity by putting a piece out on their 
Saturday evening news. 

Gold medal paralympian Paul 
Blake, a former Lyme resident, did a 
brilliant job for us as our main 
guest, taking part in the Chase The 
Pud Race and then officially starting 
the main event. He then had his 
photo taken with loads of kids allow¬ 
ing them to wear his gold medal 
from Rio. 

Also a big hit, especially with the 
tiny tots, were two of my staff mem¬ 
bers, Izzy Street and Hayley Saun¬ 
ders, who dressed as the Princesses 
Elsa and Anna from the hit film 
‘Frozen’. And that’s how they prob¬ 
ably ended up dressed in such flimsy 
costumes on such a cold day! 

When it’s all over I usually come to 


the conclusion that I’m too old to be 
doing this sort of thing but then 
when I see all the photos of so many 
happy faces enjoying themselves, I 
always think it’s worthwhile. To see 
those happy faces, go to the pudding 
race website - www.xmaspudrace- 
lymeregis.co.uk and you will see 
what I mean. 

We don’t know yet how much we 
have raised as we now have to col¬ 
lect all the sponsorship. It probably 
won’t be as much as previous years 
because the weather affected the size 
of the crowd but as we raised £700 on 
Friday evening at a Christmas bingo 
and received a wonderful donation 
of £3,900 from Guitars On The 
Beach, this should be a record year 
for our Cancer Research UK branch 
which has raised £70,000 since being 
formed in 2008. 

None of this would be possible, of 
course, without the wonderful sup¬ 
port of the people of Lyme Regis. To 
all of you who turned out - contes¬ 
tants, helpers, sponsors and specta¬ 
tors - our grateful thanks. 

We will do it next year? Too soon to 
say. We have a very small committee 
and sponsors are getting increas¬ 
ingly hard to find. 

The August option is perhaps wor¬ 
thy of further consideration, al¬ 
though there are many who think 
the pudding race is the start of 
Lyme’s Christmas celebrations and 
would not like to see it removed 
from the town’s festive period.

Residents asked to give views 
on proposed bus pass changes 


RESIDENTS are being asked to give 
their views on the proposed changes to 
the concessionary bus pass scheme in 
Dorset. 

The six-week consultation opened on 
December 1st and Dorset County 
Council is keen to hear from people 
who use the scheme, or may be af¬ 
fected by the proposed changes. 

The county council currently sub¬ 
sidises the scheme, which allows bus 
pass holders free concessionary travel 
before 9.30am on services where the 
next bus is not until after 10.30am. Free 
all-day travel is also available for blind 
and partially-sighted pass holders. 

There is an additional companion 
scheme, which allows individuals with 
certain disabilities the option of having 
a companion travel for free within 
Dorset. 

The proposed changes would mean 
concessionary bus pass holders would 
not be able to travel free before 9.30am 
on weekdays. No changes are proposed 
for the partially-sighted and blind, who 
would still be able to travel free any 
time. The companion scheme for peo¬ 
ple with disabilities would still con¬ 
tinue. Concessionary holders would 
still be able to travel anytime of the day 
weekends and public holidays. 

By ceasing to provide free conces¬ 
sionary travel before 9.30am, savings 
would be made that could enable the 
county council to “focus financial re¬ 
sources more effectively”. The changes 
would also allow for the wider use of 
schools transport routes for public ser¬ 
vices. 

Following on from the results of this 


consultation, changes will be imple¬ 
mented to the service in April 2017. 

Councillor Peter Finney, Cabinet 
member for environment, said: “The 
proposals to remove some subsidies on 
Dorset’s concessionary bus pass 
scheme are the latest in a long line of 
savings we are having to consider as a 
result of the unprecedented cuts in 
Government funding. 

“Dorset County Council would con¬ 
tinue to offers its residents a conces¬ 
sionary scheme over and above the 
national scheme, but the level of cuts 
we face mean we have little option but 
to consult on removing subsidised 
travel before 9.30am. 

“The proposed changes will help to 
make the financial savings required to 
ensure as much funding as possible re¬ 
mains available to fund local bus ser¬ 
vices. 

“If these proposed changes are not 
made, it is likely to reduce our capabil¬ 
ity to support bus services across the 
county. This may mean more of 
Dorset’s bus routes and services are 
withdrawn in the future.” 

The consultation runs until Friday, 
January 13th and the council is partic¬ 
ularly keen to know how you would be 
affected if proposals go ahead. You can 
complete the questionnaire online at:

Alternatively, hard copies are avail¬ 
able at local libraries and from the main 
reception of County Hall in Dorchester. 
You can also receive a paper version by

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Holiday Safety Tips from ASPCA

THE holiday season is upon us, and many pet 
parents plan to include their furry companions 
in the festivities. As you gear up for the holidays, 
it is important to try to keep your pet's eating 
and exercise habits as close to their normal rou¬ 
tine as possible. Also, please be sure to steer 
pets clear of the following unhealthy treats, 
toxic plants and dangerous decorations. 

Be Careful with Seasonal Plants 
and Decorations 

Oh, Christmas Tree: Securely anchor your 
Christmas tree so it doesn't tip and fall, causing 
possible injury to your pet. This will also prevent 
the tree water—which may contain fertilizers 
that can cause stomach upset—from spilling. 
Stagnant tree water is a breeding ground for 
bacteria, and your pet could end up with nau¬ 
sea or diarrhea should he imbibe. 

Avoid Mistletoe and Holly: Holly, when in¬ 
gested, can cause pets to suffer nausea, vomit¬ 
ing and diarrhea. Mistletoe can cause 
gastrointestinal upset and cardiovascular prob¬ 
lems. And many varieties of lilies can cause kid¬ 
ney failure in cats if ingested. Opt for 
just-as-jolly artificial plants made from silk or 
plastic, or choose a pet-safe bouquet. 
Tinsel-less Town: Kitties love this sparkly, light- 
catching "toy" that's easy to bat around and 
carry in their mouths. But a nibble can lead to a 
swallow, which can lead to an obstructed diges¬ 
tive tract, severe vomiting, dehydration and 
possible surgery. It's best to brighten your 
boughs with something other than tinsel. 

That Holiday Glow: Don't leave lighted can¬ 
dles unattended. Pets may burn themselves or 
cause a fire if they knock candles over. Be sure 
to use appropriate candle holders, placed on a 
stable surface. And if you leave the room, put 
the candle out! 

Wired Up: Keep wires, batteries and glass or 
plastic ornaments out of paws' reach. A wire 
can deliver a potentially lethal electrical shock 
and a punctured battery can cause burns to the 
mouth and esophagus, while shards of break¬ 
able ornaments can damage your pet's mouth 
and digestive tract. 


AS temperatures start to drop, the British Veteri¬ 
nary Association (BVA) and British Small Animal 
Veterinary Association (BSAVA) are warning pet 
owners to make sure their dogs and cats are 
kept free from hidden and potentially fatal haz¬ 
ards this winter. 

During the winter your pets can be affected by 
the cold and get ill. To avoid this walk dogs for 
less time but more often when temperatures 
drop, and consider putting a dog coat on old 
dogs or those with thin fur to keep them warm. 
Keep older cats inside when the weather gets 
very bad and make sure that even healthy cats 
are able to access shelter and warmth. 

Do not bathe your dog or cat too often over 
the winter months - unless they've rolled in 
something unbearable! If you do, make sure it's 
with warm water and that they are dried thor¬ 
oughly to prevent them getting cold and be- 


Plan a Pet-Safe Holiday Gathering 

House Rules: If your animal-loving guests 
would like to give your pets a little extra atten¬ 
tion and exercise while you're busy tending to 
the party, ask them to feel free to start a nice 
play or petting session. 

Put the Meds Away: Make sure all of your med¬ 
ications are locked behind secure doors, and be 
sure to tell your guests to keep their meds 
zipped up and packed away, too. 

A Room of Their Own: Give your pet his own 
quiet space to retreat to—complete with fresh 
water and a place to snuggle. Shy pups and cats 
might want to hide out under a piece of furni¬ 
ture, in their carrying case or in a separate room 
away from the hubbub. 

New Year's Noise: As you count down to the 
new year, please keep in mind that strings of 
thrown confetti can get lodged in a cat's in¬ 
testines, if ingested, perhaps necessitating 
surgery. Noisy poppers can terrify pets and 
cause possible damage to sensitive ears. And 
remember that many pets are also scared of 
fireworks, so be sure to secure them in a safe, 
escape-proof area as midnight approaches. 

Avoid Holiday Food Dangers 
Skip the Sweets: By now you know not to feed 
your pets chocolate and anything sweetened 


coming ill. 

When walking your dog in ice and snowy con¬ 
ditions, do not let it off the lead and avoid walk¬ 
ing in areas where ponds or lakes may have 
frozen over - animals often don't understand the 
difference between solid ground and ice and 
can fall through. In this situation vets urge own¬ 
ers not to go in after their pet as although dis¬ 
tressing, it is never worth risking your own life 
as well as your dog's. 

Gudrun Ravetz, President of the British Veteri¬ 
nary Association said: "Each season brings its 
own set of hazards and winter is no different, so 
we ask owners to make sure their animals are 
kept safe and warm over the winter months. 
Simple things like leaving your dog sat on the 
cold ground outside a shop whilst you pop in or 
putting your cat out all night can cause it to get 
excessively cold which may have a negative im- 


with xylitol, but do you know the lengths to 
which an enterprising pet will go to chomp on 
something yummy? Make sure to keep your 
pets away from the table and unattended 
plates of food, and be sure to secure the lids on 
garbage cans. 

Leave the Leftovers: Fatty, spicy and no-no 
human foods, as well as bones, should not be 
fed to your furry friends. Pets can join the fes¬ 
tivities in other fun ways that won't lead to 
costly medical bills. 

Careful with Cocktails: If your celebration in¬ 
cludes adult holiday beverages, be sure to place 
your unattended alcoholic drinks where pets 
cannot get to them. If ingested, your pet could 
become weak, ill and may even go into a coma, 
possibly resulting in death from respiratoryfail¬ 
ure. 

Selecting Special Treats: Looking to stuff your 
pet's stockings? Stick with chew toys that are 
basically indestructible, Kongs that can be 
stuffed with healthy foods or chew treats that 
are designed to be safely digestible. Long, 
stringy things are a feline's dream, but the most 
risky toys for cats involve ribbon, yarn and loose 
little parts that can get stuck in the intestines, 
often necessitating surgery. Surprise kitty with 
a new ball that's too big to swallow, a stuffed 
catnip toy or the interactive cat dancer. 


pact on their health. Pets still need their usual 
exercise through the winter, but be mindful of 
the temperatures outside - it may be better to 
go outside more regularly for less time than be 
outside for a long time on one long walk." 

Ross Allen, spokesperson for the British Small 
Animal Veterinary Association said: "Give paws 
a thought - when it gets cold many of us use de¬ 
icer, which often leaks onto the ground- this can 
prove deadly to pets, so it is worth wiping down 
their legs and paws after being outside. Extreme 
cold, as well as salt and grit used on the road, 
can irritate your pet too so when you 
wipe paws also check for cracks and 
bleeding. The cold can also worsen 
some established conditions, such as 
arthritis. If you've not had your annual 
check-up with your vet, this is a good 
time of year to schedule a visit." 



WITH Christmas fast approaching I'm sure I don't 
need to remind pet owners about the dietary 
hazards that are ever present during this festive 
period. So take care to keep chocolates and 
grape/raison and sultana containing food-stuffs 
out of harms way, that includes Christmas cake 
and mince pies. Did you know macadamia nuts 
are also toxic to pets? 

My cat is very adept at getting chocolates dec¬ 
orations out of the foil on the Christmas tree so 
take care with them as well. Chocolate is not just 
poisonous for dogs but for cats too. 

Christmas and going into the New Year is a time 
when perhaps more visitors will call and your 
house may become a very noisy environment 
and this can be quite stressful for our pets. So 
why not give them some quiet time in separate 
room. If they are scared of noise or fireworks then 
why not use a pheromone plug-in to chill them 
out in their safe space. 

Other hazards to think about are small toys 
which may get chewed or swallowed and cause 
an obstruction. Magic sand in particular is very 
dangerous as it solidifies in the guts. 

If a few precautionary measures are put in place 
you and your pets can have a happy, stress-free, 
safe and Happy Christmas.

W HEN the news broke on Facebook of the 
tragic death of Helen Case, within hours 
more than 150 people went there to express 
their shock and, moreover, their deep sadness at the 
loss of one of the great daughters of Lyme who was 
a dear friend. 

Helen was Lyme through and through, not only 
Lyme-born but one who lived Lyme; the spirit of 
Lyme, old Lyme, real Lyme. 

Among the many heart-felt tributes to Helen, those 
posted on Facebook and those expressed by many 
more elsewhere, were the words that she was “one of 
a kind”. But Helen was even more than that, she was 
one of a Lyme kind and in that she was very special. 

Like most of old Lyme, she loved her town and she 
passionately, wittily and frequently expressed her 
heartfelt and protective views of her home on the 
Facebook forums. She always joined the debate with 
enthusiasm; always knowledgeable, to the point and 
never cowed by authority. 

In that, Helen would have made a great town coun¬ 
cillor. She would have scoffed at the very idea, dis¬ 
missing the suggestion with a “don’t be daft”, but she 
would have done, not least also because she instinc¬ 
tively knew what was right for Lyme and its people. 
She looked out for Lyme, did Helen. 

“Jolly” is another good word for Helen. She was 
never one to pass you by in Broad Street, she would 
always stop for a cheery chat, beaming that wide, 
friendly smile and it will be hard for many not to see 
her around at the town’s traditional events, just being 
jolly at the switch-on of the Christmas lights, jolly too 
at the regatta, which we now call carnival, supporting 
Lifeboat Week and all of the other occasions for 
which old Lyme attends. 

It will be hardest, of course, for her husband John, 
her sister Kath and brother Bernard, her children Jacki 
and Gary, and her grandchildren Daisy, Freddy, Do¬ 
minic, Bradley and Lindsey, for, as one of them ex¬ 
pressed to me, Helen was more than a wife, sister, 
mum and granny, she was also their best friend.

Few can make that claim with their family, no mat¬ 
ter how loved you are by the generations of your near¬ 
est and dearest, to be their friend through life too is a 
remarkable achievement, but then friendliness was 
the hallmark of this special lady. 

Helen was born in Lyme 73 years ago, the daughter 
of Fred and Ethel Aldridge. She was one of four chil¬ 
dren, sister to Kath and the late Muriel, and brother 
Bernard. She attended the infants, junior and senior 
schools and on leaving her education she first worked 
at Richards, the old Lyme printers which ran where 
the fudge shop now stands in Broad Street, alongside 
Drake’s Way.

She met her husband 
John in 1968 and they

happily together, one of the great couples of the town, 
both staunch supporters of the Royal British Legion 
and its values and the Town Band. 

Helen was also a very keen and accomplished darts 
player, she loved bird-watching and she was a very 
good golfer who, had she had the time, could have 
been a remarkable one. 

But Helen spent very little time on herself, her way 
was to give that which she had to others, most espe¬ 
cially to her grandchildren. 

As Kath noted perfectly: “That was Helen’s life re¬ 
ally, making sure that everyone else was alright.” In 
that she was a rarity these days and we shall see few 
of her like again. 

But many are those blessed for knowing Helen, a 
woman who was both Lyme at heart and a heart of 
Lyme; a wise and happy soul whose jolly friendship 
made a special difference for us all. 

Helen’s funeral will be held at St Michael’s Parish 
Church on Monday, December 12th, at 3pm.

MULTI-SAX player and vocalist Andy Williamson 
will appear at Jazz in the Bar at the Marine The¬ 
atre, Lyme Regis on Sunday, December 18th.

In 2010, Andy joined the Denbone Walkers, 
with guitarist Denny llett, celebrating the cente¬ 
nary of T-Bone Walker. He also co-founded The 
Organ Grinders' with keyboard player Maff Potts 
(after Maff donated one of his kidneys to Andy in 
2007), with the aim of encouraging more people 
to join the UK Organ Donor Register. Andy also 
performs regularly with poet Matt Harvey, re¬ 
cently taking the Bridport Literary Festival by 
storm. 

Andy has performed ambitious works with 
large ensembles at the Bristol Jazz festival; a 
while ago it was Duke Ellington's Sacred Concert, 
and this year the Gershwin Spectacular, a jazz or¬ 
atorio featuring vocalist Jacqui Dankworth. 

His versatile style on saxophones (alto, tenor

My fear of missing 
out when there’s so 
many shows to see 


I ’VE recently 
been intro¬ 
duced, by my 
younger col¬ 

leagues, to an 
acronym, which 
often applies to my 
life; FOMO (fear of 
missing out) is 
something that be¬ 
comes a weekly 
sensation when you 
spend half your 
time in one place 
and half in another. 

I get invited to far 
more exciting things 
than I could possibly 
ever fit in and I often 
have to miss out on 
shows I’d like to see 
simply because I don’t 


have the time in my 
schedule. 

I also get FOMO 
when I’m in London 
and the gang from the 
office in Lyme Regis is 
out having fun, while 
I’m alone in the cold 
grey city (get your vi¬ 
olins out; there really 
is no pleasing me). Oc¬ 
casionally, however, I 
manage to fit in every¬ 
thing I want and need

ATTITUDES IN THE PROPERTY MARKET. 


The presidential election result in America reminded us - if we needed any reminding - that we 
live in a time of massive immediate and fundamental change. A point not lost on us here in the 
UK after Brexit. In the property industry even Budget tax changes can alter buying and selling 
habits overnight. But there is a more gradual, yet no less significant change going on in our country 
which is having a significant effect on our attitude to property. 

The baby boomers are finally making way for the millenials - 
Generation X to Generation Y. The digital generation is becom¬ 
ing the increasingly dominant force in the property market. And 
that will only gather pace in the years ahead. But this new group 
does not think or act like the old one. 

The baby boomers could be relied upon incrementally to de¬ 
velop their parents' ideas. This new generation have their own 
thoughts entirely. For income and social reasons they are gen¬ 
erally older when they buy property for the first time. They are 
far happier to rent than their parents were.

Older 
rural properties remain in high demand but some changes may be required to maximise their 
value with younger or retirement buyers in mind.
